The unusual, one-shot film artistically condenses 300 years of Russian history into a 90-minute tribute to St. 
Petersburg’s state museum (and former royal palace) the Hermitage. The historical pageant’s 2,000-member cast 
re-enacts scenes throughout the museum’s 33 rooms and corridors to portray the country’s history of destruction 
and revolution, as well as its hope, strength and beauty. 

Director/writer Alexander Sokurov, whose film style is often compared with that of director Andrei 
Tarkovsky, also directed the film “Mother and Son.” 

The next film in the Panorama series will be “2003 Oscar-Nominated Shorts.” The showings on August 20 
and 22 at 7 p.m. are a rare opportunity to view nine of the movies nominated for Oscars this year in the categories 
of Best Animated Short Subject and Best Live-Action Short Subject. The films come from eight countries and 
include two Oscar winners, “The Chubbchubbs” and “This Charming Man.”
